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REMARKS 

This is a response to the Office Action mailed May 8, 2008. 

Pending Claims 

Claims 1-49 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 2, 6, 9-19, 34 and 36-49 
were rejected in the last Office Action. Claims 3-5, 7, 8, 20-33 and 35 were objected to. 
Applicant cancels claims 1, 2, 6, 9-19, and 36-49. Applicant amends claims 3-4, 7, 20- 
34. Original claims pending are 5, 8, 22-25, 27-30 and 35. Following entry of these 
amendments claims 3-5, 7-8, 20-35 will be pending. 

Objection to the Specification 
The specification was objected to because there was no abstract as required by 37 
C.F.R. 1.72(b). The amendments above include an abstract to the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
In item 5 of the Office Action, claims 36-49 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. Applicant 
traverses the rejection, but, in the interests of getting a speedy allowance, Applicant has 
canceled claims 36-49 and the rejections are moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

In item 6 of the Office Action, claims 1, 2, 6 and 10-13 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Le Count. Applicant traverses the rejection, but, in 
the interests of getting a speedy allowance, Applicant has canceled claims 1, 2, 6 and 10- 
13 and the rejection is moot. 

In item 7 of the Office Action, claims 1, 2, 6, 9-13, 34, 36, 38, 40, 42, 44, 45, 47 
and 49 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Gaster. Applicant 
traverses the rejection, but, in the interests of getting a speedy allowance, Applicant has 
canceled claims 1, 2, 6, 9-13, 36, 37- 49 and the rejection is moot. Claim 34 has been 
amended to depend on allowed claim 3, thus the 102(e) rejection of claim 34 is moot.

Applicant believes the 
amended and original claims 3-5, 7-8, 20-35, should be pending after entry of these 
amendments and in condition for allowance.
